The allied governments have given careful consideration 


to the correspondence which has passed between the President 


of the United States and the German government. Subject to the 


qualifications which follow they declare their willingness to 


make peace with the government of Germany on the terms of 


peace laid down in the President's address to Congress of Jan­ 


uary, 1918, and the principles of settlement enunciated in his 


subsequent addresses. They must point out, however, that clause 


two, relating to what usually is described as freedom of the seas, 


is open to various interpretations, some of which they could not 


accept. I hey must therefore reserve to 
themselves 
complete 


freedom on this subject when they enter a peace conference. 


“ Further, in the conditions of peace laid down in his ad­ 


dress to Congress of January S, 1918, the President declared 


that invaded territory must be restored as well as evacuated 


and freed. The allies feel that no doubt ought to be allowed to 


exist as to what this provision implies.

that compensation will be made by Germany for all damage 


done to the civilian population of the allies and thei, property 


by the aggression of Germany by land, by sea and from the air.'
